Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative and the examiner discussed the current 
rejections of record. The examiner continued to communicate that he interpreted the reference of Rao et al. as 
comprising an enriched or purified preparation of human mitotic oligodendrocyte-specified progenitor cells based on 
the disclosure of Rao et al. While the examiner could appreciate the characterization of the preparation taught by Rao 
et al. as stated in the previous declaration presented by Rao et al. , the examiner maintained that the preparation 
taught by Rao et al. still inherently comprised the specified cell types and thus anticipated those claims as 
encompassing an enriched or purified preparation of human mitotic oligodendrocyte-specified progenitor cells. 
Applicants representative was not persuaded by this argument. 

Additionally, applicants representative continued to stress that the cells taught by Rao et al. were different then those 
claimed in claims 25 and 26, because they were drawn to post-natal and adult human cells. The examiner reminded 
applicants representative that such an argument (along the lines of a product-by process issue) had been previously 
considered and not found persuasive, although the examiner invited applicants representative to further argue this 
point in applicants official response to the current non-final rejection for further consideration.. 
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
